Judge Delays Sentencing 


Miss Hearst Will Undergo 
90-Day Psychiatric Review

SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.— 
Federal Judge Oliver Carter to- 
day delayed handing down Pa- 
tricia Hearst's sentence for bank 
robbery and ordered her into a 
federal institution for up to 90 
days for psychiatric study. 

In a surprise move, prompted 
by ἃ request from Miss Hearst's 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, the judge 
Said he would allow the commit- 
ment to provide further infor- 
mation to guide him in sentenc- 
ing the 22-year-old heiress,

Lira Plunges to Record Low 
As Early Vote Appears Sure

MILAN. April 12—Doubts over 
Ttaly’s politica] future sent the 
lira plunging to 2 record low to- 
day. 

The lira closed here, Italy's 
main money merket, at 898.30 to 
the dollar, a loss of about 2 per 
cent from Friday and % 33.2-per- 
cent drop from the 686.75 rate on 
Jan 20. At its highest postwar 
level four years ago, the lira sold 
at 581 to the dollar. 

Stock and bond prices plunged 
to lows. The listing af five com- 
panies was suspended after their 
losses exceeded 20 per cent. By 
the close of Italy's stock trading, 
losses of stock prices ranged from 
4 per cent to 15 per cent. 

‘The general index of the Milan 
Stock Market dropped 3.87 pcints 
since Priday to reach ‘ts towest 
level since 1956. . 

Businessmen attributed the 
lira’s latest fall to the near cer- 
tainty of general elections in June, 
a year early, In which the Com- 
munists sre expected to make 
gains.

Cites Mormon Church Firms

SALT LAKE CITY, April 2 
(NYT) —A_ $3.75-million—anti- 
trust suit that offers an unusual 
look into the huge, diversified 
business empire owned by the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints has been filed in U.S. 
District Court here. 

The case is apparently the first 
major anti-trust action against 
a Mormon chureh corporation 
since the Utah-Idaho Sugar Co. 
was sued on price-fixing charges 
in 1971. The income of the 
church, which has its world head- 
quarters here, is kept secret -but 
was recently estimated at more 
than $3 million a dry, Its hold- 
ings would rank it among the δῦ 
largest U.S. corporations. 

In the suit, a Mormon busi- 
nessman charges that two 
church-owned companies run by 
top Mormon officials conspired 
with other persons to ruin his 
truit-processing business. 

As a result, the businessman 
was unable to pay his mortgage 


the suit said. The chureh then 
bought the property at a fraction 
of its real worth, it says. Τὶ also 
charges that & state agriculture 
official used his office to aid the 
conspir acy. 

Charges Denied 

Both church-owned companies 
and the agriculture official have 
denied the charges. 

Jobn Vandenburg, who is presi- 
dent of the two church-owned 
companies named in the suit and 
is also an assistant to the church 
governing body, the Quorum of 
Twelve, dismissed a reporter's 
request for more public informa~- 
tion as “baloney.” The case is 
“a private affair,” he said. 

A public relations spokesman 
for the church later acknowledged, 
that the church needed the busi- 
messman’s fruit-processing plant 
because it owned many orchards 
in Utah. However, he said, the 
church company had been gen- 
erous in buying the plant for 
$50,000 more than the amount 
owed to the bank.

MILAN, April 12 (AP).—Paolo 
Grassi has resigned as director of 
La Scala, claiming that financial 
troubles made it impossible to 
ron Italy's best-known opera 
house,

ordered La Scala to cancel a 
planned U.F. tour on the grounds 
that Italy's monetary crisis had 
made the theater's first trip to 
America too expensive, Italy was 
to have paid for transportation 
only, with other expenses being 
covered by the Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts in Wash- 
ington.

Jump in U.S. Retail Sales 


Seen Boosting 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP- 
DJ}.—The March spurt in US. 
retail sales is expected to help 
tzigger an inventory boom later 
this year, U.S. government econ- 

say. 

Last month’s 28-per-cent sales 
jump, the second-sharpest ad- 
vance in 20 months, was larger 
than many economists had antici- 
pated. The increase continued to 
reflect the strength in consumer 
spending which is leading to post- 
Tecession economic rebound. 

Sales in March increased $1.45 
billion to 2 seasonally adjusted 
$53.87 billion from $52.41 billion 
in February, when sales had risen 
$822 million, or 1.6 per cent. Last 
month's increase was the big~ 
gest since December's 3.4-per-cent 
surge and the second largest since 
the 38-per-cent expansion in 
July, 1974. 

Government analysis said ‘Yast 
month's sales increase probably 
wes stronger than the buildup in 
inventories, Herman Liebling, the 
Treasury's top staff economist, 
noted that the ratio of retail 
stocks to sales currently is ex~ 
tremely low by historical stan~ 
dards.

“Merchants Will have ta make 
additions to their inventories just 
to Keep up with the pace of sales, 
and since stocks are already low 
they'll likely be building up in- 
ventories faster than sales are 
rising,” Mr. Liebling sald.
